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A Joyful Affliction

The skies above Mary's Pond in Rochester on 
August 17 were buzzing with the sounds of the brightly- 
colored radio control model seaplanes as they are every 
year around this time for the Bristol County Radio 
Control "RC" Club's John Nicolaci Memorial Float Fly, 
named in honor of the club's beloved late member who 
started the tradition of flying model seaplanes over the 
pond. 

These are not everyday model seaplanes, either. 
And to these enthusiasts, building, maintaining, and 
flying model seaplanes is more than just a hobby. "It's 
an addiction," says club member Gerry Dupont. "An 
affliction, really. A joyful affliction." 

Rows of meticulously built and cared-for model 
seaplanes lined the shores of Mary's Pond as dozens of 
enthusiasts congregated over them, getting them wired 
up for flight, and laughing over old memories. It's all a 
thrill, says Dupont. "Delightful foolishness," as he calls it, 
something his wife just doesn't understand, he quipped. 
(At least he doesn't have to hide his hobby from her like 
some of the others do!) 

Inside Dupont's bright yellow Piper Cub 
seaplane, he painted is its pilot, "Gus." Gus has been 
"flying" the plane for seven years and never tires of it, 
Dupont said. Gus is an exact one-fifth in size man who 
flies the exact one-fifth in scale seaplane with a placid 
smile upon his ruggedly handsome face. He was created 
in the likeness of a very dear friend, Dupont said. "That's 
exactly what he looked like." 

Dupont introduced us to fellow club member 
"Lee," who humbly wished to keep the focus off of 
him and on the R.C. Club as a whole, whose seaplane 
contained the technology Dupont said he always wished

he had as a kid: a cockpit camera that gives a bird's eye 
view from above and broadcasts real-time POV footage 
down to the ground into a small monitor and, for the 
ultimate POV experience, into two sets of goggles. 

"This isn't virtual reality," said Lee, "this is

Looking through the goggles, the viewer can get 
as close as humanly possible to experiencing what it's like 
to be up flying in one of those model seaplanes. For an 
added element of reality, Lee even fashioned a small hand 
that grips the controls and moves as the controller steers 
the plane from the ground.

Sanford Opens Minds to Understanding Art

Maybe you've gone into an art gallery or museum 
and stood in front of a painting and your jaw dropped. 

Or perhaps you've viewed a painting that took your 
breath away, made you smile, cry, or otherwise struck 
an emotional chord, leaving you wondering about the 
painting's deeper meaning beyond the images therein. 

Jill Sanford has a gift for speaking in a manner 
that invites you to explore art in ways you may not have 
previously thought you could. Her "Art For Your Mind" 
series takes listeners on art journeys. Whether you are 
a novice, accidental tourist in a fine art museum, or just 
beginning to investigate art, Sanford has the tools and 
enjoys sharing them. 

On August 19 at the Marion Art Center, Sanford 
once again wove her magician's wand of art knowledge 
over her audience. The theme of this presentation, she has 
many themes by the way, was America's Unique Regions. 

Sanford began by showing a painting done by 
Grant Wood whose depictions of American life and 
history can be summed up as masterpieces of regional 
rural scenes. The first painting before the audience was 
a scene of Paul Revere's midnight ride. She asked the 
assembled to begin thinking about the choices the artist 
made, those individual bits and pieces that were necessary 
to tell the well-known story as he wished to tell it. Sanford 
directed the viewer's attention to the dark night scene, the 
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use of light that could only be moonlight, a church spire, 
a winding road, and surreal tree formations. When taken 
together as a whole after studying those topics, one gets a 
fuller sense of what the artist was doing and why 

In juxtaposition, Sanford displayed Wood's 
New England landscape against a more realistic style of 
painting, one done by George Inness. She pointed out 
how this artist's use of the horizon gave depth to the 
scene whereas Wood was not striving for realism but for 
symbolism in his night scene. 

Inness strove for realism giving his paintings a 
photographic quality. Sanford pointed to the size of the 
people in his paintings and how they were placed as a 
reference point giving the landscape its scope. The trees 
are real, the pastures lush, the sky a true representation. 

Moving on, Sanford shared works done by 
Eastman Johnson whose genre of "people doing ordinary 
things" had become popular in the 19 th century. She said 
that this style of painting placed the people as if on a

stage, their gazes to be followed where they led, possibly 
off the canvass. 

Sanford shared how artists give us the illusion of 
depth of height with the ability to present immense vistas 
on a single small canvass. "It is realistic, believable," she 
said. 

As she spoke, Sanford explained how the artists 
were influenced by the regions they were located in 
demonstrating this by contrasting a New England scene 
against one of the Midwest. She spoke of the Hudson 
River School, started by Thomas Cole, which would 
eventually expand during the second generation to 
include the Catskills, mid-Atlantic, and even South

America. 

The Pacific School gives the art lover massive 
scenes of Yellowstone and the Grand Canyon, and even 
influenced Albert Bierstadt, a former resident of New 
Bedford, who started with the Hudson River School. 

Jumping into jarring, striking colors, Sanford 
introduced Jonathan Green, whose paintings of African 
Americans drew on the colorful quilts he grew up with 
in his grandmother's house. Again, Sanford pointed to 
the choices artists have to make before putting brush to 
canvas. 

And no art presentation of American art would 
be complete without Georgia O'Keefe. Sanford explained 
that O'Keefe began her career in New York City where 
her paintings of buildings were not widely received by 
the primarily male-dominated art industry. Surprisingly, 
however, art lovers appreciated the contemporary forms 
and use of color O'Keefe employed. One of her city scenes 
sold for $2,800 to which O'Keefe stated, "... then they let 
me paint buildings." 

Such is Sanford's gift, helping us see art, even 
pieces we've known for decades, in new ways with 
a deeper appreciation for the skill employed and the 
choices made by the artist.

State to Start Round 2 of Mosquito Spraying

The threat of Eastern Equine Encephalitis (EEE) 
continues in Plymouth County prompting state officials 
to conduct a second round of aerial mosquito spraying 
that was slated to begin Wednesday night, August 21, and 
continue over the next several nights. 

The first round of aerial spraying was completed 
between August 8-11 during nighttime hours and covered 
a wide section of southeastern Massachusetts, including 
all three of the Tri-Town communities. 

This next round of spraying comes after a second 
human case of EEE was confirmed, this time in Worcester 
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1697 Acushnet Ave., Corner of Nash Road, New Bedford 
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County, and closer to home in Bristol County, a young 
goat tested positive for the mosquito-borne virus. 

"While aerial spraying is an important tool to 
help us reduce the public health risk of EEE, it's critically 
important that everyone in high risk areas continue to 
take personal precautions against mosquito bites," said 
Public Health Commissioner Monica Bharel, MD, MPH in 
a press release. "These steps include using EPA-approved 
bug spray, wearing long sleeves and pants to cover 
exposed skin, and cancelling outdoor activities which 
take place during the hours from dusk to dawn when 
mosquito activity is at its highest." 

While aerial spraying can result in a significant

decrease in the mosquito population, the Department 
of Public Health cautions that spraying alone cannot 
completely eliminate the risk of further EEE cases in 
humans. 

Residents can keep track of scheduled sprayings 
for their area by visiting www.mass.gov/guides/aerial- 
mosquito-control-summer-2019. 

There are currently 37 cities and towns currently 
at either a "critical" or "high" risk for the EEE virus.

Town Addresses Trash Concerns

With all the confusion surrounding the messy 
transition to private curbside trash and recycling 
collection. Town Administrator Jay McGrail and the 
selectmen felt there was no better way to address 
residents' concerns than to host a public forum on August 
14 and answer all the questions people still had. 

Waste Management representative Heather 
Louro joined McGrail to discuss the "hot button topic," as 
McGrail put it, adding, "Thank you for your patience." 

While the changeover from town-run trash pickup 
to private pickup has been "rocky," McGrail urged people 
to remain patient. "This is a complicated transition ..." 

This transition to automated trash and recycling 
pickup utilizing 65- and 95-gallon trash and recycle 
bins and the latest trash truck technology, however, was 
inevitable, even if Town Meeting and ballot voters didn't 
elect to adopt the privatized trash service. Eventually, 
the town would have needed to buy a new trash truck to 
replace the old, outdated, and consistently breaking down 
truck in order to clean up waste pickup and make it more 
efficient. 

"This wasn't a decision that we made in a 
vacuum," McGrail said. "The trash world in Marion was 
going to change, regardless. ... The future of solid waste is 
the automated collection system." 

Residents were given the basic information 
during a presentation that night, which will be followed 
by an extensive guide to trash and recycling service that 
Waste Management will mail to each of the 2,006 pickup 
locations in Marion. 

First and foremost, the trash pickup schedule will 
remain the same, despite some setbacks during the first 
two weeks with some routes remaining unfinished until 
the next day. If your trash was collected on Monday, it will 
still be collected on Monday. 

"No route changes. Anything that's happened out 
of the ordinary to you at your house over the last three 
weeks has been due to the transition and is not a change 
in the way that we're managing it," McGrail said. "If your 
house got missed, it was because it was a mistake. ... It's 
not because we switched from a Monday to a Tuesday." 

Recycling will be picked up every other 
Wednesday as it has been - and only on Wednesday, 
McGrail emphasized - split into two routes: "green" 
week and "gold" week. Those whose trash is collected on 
Monday will fall under the green recycling week schedule, 
while those whose trash is collected on Tuesday and 
Friday will fall into the gold recycling week. 

The switch to the automated trash truck service 
will start on September 3, but Waste Management will

Residents concerned about having excessive trash 
or recycling one week were urged to utilize the Carver, 
Marion, Wareham Regional Refuse Disposal District 
transfer station on Benson Brook Road to drop off extra 
loads. 

There were also resident concerns about the 


that can attract critters. As for the weight of lugging the 
carts to the curb, the carts weigh roughly 30 pounds and 
can hold about 40-45 pounds of waste. But they tilt back 
onto wheels, making them easier to push or pull. Simply 
"nudge and tilt." 

Town Hall will, however, review any requests 
by elderly or disabled residents who otherwise cannot 
handle the carts down long driveways to the curb and 
will determine solutions on an individual situation based 
on hardship. 

Carts should hold up with their lids remaining 
closed in up to 45-mile-per-hour wind, but gusts 
exceeding 55 MPH could blow the lid open or knock the 
carts down. 

The town stated that should a cart be damaged 
by something outside of the resident's control, the town 
will replace the cart free of charge. However, carts found 
to have been damaged as a result of negligence or with 
malicious intent will only be replaced for the $100-per- 


longevity of the carts, their accessibility by "critters," 
how heavy they are, and whether the wind is going to 
blow them over. The carts, made of 100-percent recycled 
materials, are under warranty for 10 years, and to 
minimize critter access. Waste Management suggests 
keeping carts in the garage and / or at least washing them 
out with a hose a few times a year to eliminate odors

cart fee. 

Aside from the new carts, residents should just 
continue to manage their trash as they have. Trash must 
still be placed in plastic bags and put into the green trash 
carts, and clean recyclables should continue to go into the 
blue bins without plastic bags. 

Waste Management, as well as town officials, 
urge residents to give this transition time. Ultimately, 
the town is hopeful that trash pickup will be cleaner, 
efficient, and safe while providing for a more productive 
use of town employees that once spent hours each week 
struggling to get the trash and recycling done with a 
failing trash truck.

are the paintings currently on display by Nancy Dyer 
Mitton and Robert Seyffert. The doors opened to this 
newest exhibit on August 16 and will be open through 
September 28. 

Mitton, whose roots run deep in Marion, has been 
a driving force at the MAC for decades, including being 
the chairman of exhibits in the past. But Mitton is an 
artist, first and foremost. 

"I used to paint interior scenes," said Mitton. 

One can surmise that painting rooms, the rugs, 
furnishings, and decor as selected and arranged by the 
inhabitant is almost as personal as painting a nude. The 
artist is invited to experience the private lives of others 
through painting their living spaces and then opening 
those spaces up to a wider audience. It's intimate and 
candid in a way other modes of expression cannot 
achieve. 

More recently, Mitton has turned to the panorama 
offered by sea and sky 

"Nature inspires. ... For the past ten years. I've 
focused on the expansiveness of water and sky," she said. 
Her paintings of horizons, seascapes, storms, and dawns 
are vast canvasses that ask the visitor to enter a realm 
where color starts in nature and then intensifies into 
explosive imagination. Bright oranges, blues, and greens 
delight the eye and capture prisms of color imagined by 
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Mitton and executed with precision. 

The second-floor gallery gives the larger Mitton 
paintings room to breathe, to let the colors move as if 
being blown or floating on sea air. The gallery allows you 
to stand back and be absorbed by the color. 

On the first floor, you could almost hear the roar 
of automobile engines, feel the heat rising up from the 
city pavement, see the sparkle of chrome as the cars of our 
youth rolled down the street. Seyffert's singularly themed 
exhibit, the American Automobile in the City, transcends 
the car as a manmade convenience to industrial strength 
works of art. 

Seyffert also has deep roots, but his are from 
a family tree 
populated with 
artists. An uncle 
and grandfather 
in his lineage are 
well-known artists 
in their own right. 

One could say 
he comes by his 
talent naturally. 

But honing one's 
organic gifts takes 
discipline and 
dedication, both fully on display in this collection of 
paintings. 

"I wanted to paint city scenes, but you can't get 
away from the cars," Seyffert said. So he imagined the 
street scenes with vintage cars, "The cars of my youth ... 
[because] modern cars aren't that interesting." 

Amen to that. 

Seyffert's cars are classics and his technique is 
one that fills the canvasses with bold color, storefronts 
that frame the vehicles in the center or foreground of the 
space, and the glint from massive chrome venders comes 
strikingly to the eye. These canvases are large slices of 
twentieth-century life when our love of the automobile 
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ran high. They are nostalgic and transporting. The car 
is both a romantic motif and a social statement and 
Seyffert's paintings inform us of both sentiments. 

These two artists brought out a very large crowd 
filling the two galleries to near capacity. While the first 
floor flooded with well-wishers and those eager to view 
the paintings, the second-floor gallery was one solid party. 

As the visitors took in the works of art, Steve 
Piazza played the piano infusing the event with jazz 
standards like Luck Be A Lady Tonight. But luck wasn't 
needed, you just had to be there in that joyous cacophony 
to know you were experiencing a happening, one that 
brought together artists with art lovers, music, and a 
glorious summer's evening - a moment of perfection. 
That's what the Marion Art Center brings to the 
community. 

Mitton and Seyffert's exhibits are, simply put, 
a must-see. No traveling required. Within minutes 
you can be viewing works of art equal to any found in 
metropolitan areas, right here in your own backyard. 

Seyffert will be returning to the MAC on 
September 28 at 11:00 am to give an artist talk, and 
Mitton's son, David, will be performing with his jazz 
ensemble. The David Mitton Project, on Saturday 
September 14 at 7:30 pm. Visit www.marionartcenter.org 
for complete details.

LeBlanc explained that the ZBA "never sets a 
precedent" and reviews cases on an individual basis, 
and that the bylaws are written in a relatively vague way 
"on purpose" that "apply to different people in different 
circumstances differently." 

"What's an issue for one case may not be an issue 
for another one," said LeBlanc. 

The task of the ZBA, he said, is to either uphold 
the building commissioner's determination or overturn it. 
He hesitated to comment specifically on cases that have

ZBA Interviews Conclude, But Still No Vote 

Marion Board of Selectmen

The Marion Board of Selectmen on August 20 
held the final two of four interviews as they prepare to 
appoint - or reappoint - someone to fill the two ZBA seats 
up for grabs. 

It started out well enough as current ZBA 
Chairman Marc LeBlanc gave an overview of his 
experience as a real estate broker and member of various 
real estate associations, then later as a real estate office 
manager. 
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settled," as an invitation of sorts to discuss it. 

LeBlanc moved past that and entered into the 
ethics training he'd attended before addressing one issue 
he says he has encountered on the ZB A. LeBlanc stated 
that he has, in the past, heard a fellow ZBA member 
suggest allowing an application to pass based solely on 
who the applicant was, and said, "Sometimes names get 
in the way; we try not to let them get in the way The rules 
are the rules." 

LeBlanc called the current ZBA "well-rounded" 
as a board after months of struggling to recruit enough 
board members to ensure a quorum every meeting. Now, 
however, there are more applicants than there are seats.

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LeBlanc closed by stating that he has had some 
encounters with disgruntled residents in the past, adding, 
"My reputation is everything to me. I have had no 
dealings that would embarrass the town or myself." 

Meanwhile, Douglas sat at the back of the room 
seated next to Ted North who was interviewed last week 
for a seat on the ZBA. The two quietly giggled over 
Douglas' iPad and whispered to each other and smiled. 

Later, the board interviewed ZBA applicant 
Christine Frangos, a private practice corporate attorney 
and skilled negotiator eager to share her skillset with the 
town. 

"I've always been an active member of whatever 
community I've been a part of," she said. She established 
and taught a course at Boston University titled "Law in 
Everyday Life" and spoke with a hard copy of the town's 
zoning bylaws in her hand. 

"There's a lot here," she said waving the black 
binder in the air, "and I actually think that this is a pretty 
dense law." She continued, "I think this is actually pretty 
well-drafted. ... What this town needs is people who are 
really willing to dive in, look at what's on the page ... and 
also look at precedent." 

Although LeBlanc differed in his opinion on 
setting precedents, Frangos finds value in them. 

"Prior rulings - what's really important about 
law ... is people need, when they're buying property, ... to 
have something to rely on. Property values can really be 
affected by what's in this code." 

So, if the selectmen are looking for someone 
to really dive into the regulations, which they have 
previously expressed that they do, Frangos is willing. 

"I'm somebody who really loves diving into these 
dense things ... [and] my training as a lawyer doing this 
work would really serve the ZBA and the town well." 

After a bit more discussion, there weren't any 
questions remaining. 

"I'm good," said Selectman John Waterman. 

"You certainly have a broad background," said

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Selectman Norm Hills. 

Soon after, the public was invited to provide 
comments, which Douglas accepted with vigor. 

Douglas, armed with his iPad, started out by 
mentioning two cases pertaining to local developer 
Christian Loranger, including the one at the property that 
abuts Douglas next to 324 Front Street. In that case, the 
ZB A voted to allow Lor anger's plan to move forward, 
which led to Douglas filing a lawsuit against the town. 

Douglas then presented the board with 
"evidence" that, contrary to LeBlanc's statement that he 
no longer was associated with a Jack Conway real estate 
office, shows that he does, according to Douglas. He 
further stated that, "essentially, everything" that LeBlanc 
stated during his interview was either false or deliberately 
misleading. Douglas presented his personal vendetta 
against LeBlanc to the board, even presenting a printout 
of some Facebook post comments Douglas alleged 
LeBlanc made with bias about a case that was in front of 
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the ZB A, which he said LeBlanc later deleted. 

He then accused LeBlanc, ZB A member Michelle 
Smith (also up for reappointment), and ZBA member Tad 
Wollenhaupt of being "in the pocket" of a local developer, 
eliciting a weird side-look from Wollenhaupt who was 
present near LeBlanc. 

Douglas even berated LeBlanc for not knowing 
off the top of his head how to calculate volume (length x 
width x height). 

Fellow ZBA member Robert "Bob" Alves came to 
LeBlanc's defense and said, "As long as I've been on that 
board since Marc LeBlanc has taken over, ... everyone on 
that board gets along very well." He said he understands 
that, "If things don't go their (applicants or abutters) way 
they're very unhappy. 

"Mr. LeBlanc has done a fine job," insisted Alves. 

The vote to appoint - or reappoint - will take 
place during the next meeting. The selectmen may also 
decide whether to stagger ZBA term appointments and 
possibly even alter the number of years in a term. 

Also during the meeting, after two interviews 
with two current Conservation Commission members, 
the board expressed its gratitude for the pair's 
expertise, work, and commitment, and approved their 
reappointments for another three-year term. 

Shaun Walsh works for the Department of 
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Environmental Protection (DEP) and possesses in-depth 
knowledge of wetlands issue and the Wetlands Protection 
Act. 

"It's a great commission right now," said 
Walsh. "The members that currently serve are all 
passionate about it... fair, ... and that's what I strive for 
... a consistent and fair interpretation of the Wetlands 
Protection Act." 

Cynthia Callow joined the commission in 2013 
as an associate member who enjoyed the ability to "listen 
and learn" before her appointment as a full member. Her 
interest in flowers, she said, prompted her to join the 
commission, and she candidly quipped that she thought 
that would be enough to be an effective ConCom member. 
"I quickly learned that it was not," she said, eliciting a 
few laughs. Since then. Callow has attended a number of 
trainings and even served as ConCom chair for two years. 

In other matters, the board granted Police Chief 
John Garcia's request to change Sergeant Jeffrey Habicht's 
one-year probationary appointment to a permanent 
appointment. 

Margie Baldwin, on behalf of the Cemetery 
Commission, discussed some suggestions on ways to help 
the commission maintain the cemeteries and, possibly, 
improve their state. 

"I think our cemeteries should be more 
beautiful," said Baldwin. "I think we can be better, and I 
think it's about maintaining what we have and improving 
it. " 

She suggested designating Department of Public 
Works staff to provide some close supervision and labor, 
an idea the selectmen said they would consider. 

The next regular meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for August 27 at 7:00 pm either at 
the Marion Town House or the Police Station. 

Grant Will Improve 911 Communication 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

Since the Town of Rochester switched its 
municipal 911 system to the Regional Old Colony 
Communications Center last year with its initial state 
grant funding of nearly $1.7 million, the town has 
received an additional transition grant for $17,000 to cover 
the cost of portable radios for local first responders. It 
has now received another transition grant for $17,000 for 
some additional portable radios, but it will likely be the 
last grant of its kind the town will receive. 

On August 19 during the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen's meeting. Town Administrator Suzanne 
Szyndlar announced the latest grant with a caveat: "We 
should not expect to receive this award in the future." 

The latest grant was unexpected, Szyndlar said, 
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but obviously welcome. The town still had a need for 
additional portables. 

"It covers some of them, so it's a great, great 
option and it improves the communications, which is 
really the game plan," Szyndlar said. 

In other matters, Szyndlar said the town has 
contracted a collections agency to handle outstanding 
unpaid ambulance service bills. According to Szyndlar, 
the town had no avenue of recourse in place and did 
not want to adopt methods that would send the unpaid 
invoices straight to the credit report of the one with the 
outstanding debt. 

In other business, the board will hold a public 
meeting on the upcoming community electricity 
aggregation program during its regular meeting on 
September 16. 

In keeping with the Green Communities Act, the 
board signed an updated fuel-efficient vehicle policy. 

The board signed a retirement citation for Sharon 
Lally who retired from her position as director of the 
Rochester Council on Aging. 

After the open session, the board transitioned into 
Executive Session to discuss the possible purchase of real 
property. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for September 2 at 6:00 pm at the 
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Rochester Town Hall. 


Board Considers Adding Sand to Town 'Beach' 

Marion Conservation Commission

A request from the Recreation Department to 
perform some beach nourishment at Oakdale Avenue 
Beach kicked off a conversation during the August 14 
meeting of the Marion Conservation Commission on 
the past, present, and future of a lesser-known 'beach' 
available for public use. 

The Marion Rec had inquired about the 
possibility of adding some beach sand to what 
Conservation Commission Chairman Jeff Doubrava called 
"a muddy inlet is, really, what it is." 

Some commission members arrived at the site the 
Saturday morning prior to survey the area, but no one 
on behalf of Marion rec showed up. However, to address 
the question as to whether sand could be added there, 
Doubrava said, "The answer is, yes, with a permit, they 
can do anything they want." 

Conservation Commission member Kristen Saint 
Don-Campbell said she is aware of some people, Marion 
Rec in particular, using the spot to launch kayaks and 
paddleboards. 

One neighbor had reported to the Conservation 
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Office that the beach used to be bigger than it is now and 
that supposedly the town used to maintain the beach by 
adding sand intermittently. Another person had told the 
office that, now, there is "barely enough room for two 
beach chairs," reported Conservation Assistant Lissa 
Magauran. She added that, apparently, when it rains, 
the water forms a large crevice in the mud leading to the 
shoreline. 

"It sounds like people down there want to know 
if the town will undertake some of the improvements 
down there," said Conservation Commission member 
Shaun Walsh. "That's a question we can't answer." He 
said perhaps the Department of Public Works or the 
Recreation Department might know more about that. 

Saint Don-Campbell said people are using the 
spot more and more, which is a good reason to nourish it 
with new beach sand. 

"It is a great place to launch kayaks," said Walsh. 

Doubrava emphasized that before any work 
could be done to alter the area, someone would need to 
file a permit with the commission. 

In other matters, the commission issued a 
Negative 2 Determination of Applicability for 

Jeffrey Faria, 53 Oakdale Avenue, to elevate the 
existing house by four feet upon piers and support beams 
to allow access to the home's plumbing and heating 
systems. 

Faria told the commission that he has had "a lot 
of issues" trying to gain access underneath the house 
where the floorboards sit just three inches above the 
foundation. 

The house will be on the original footprint and 
will not require the filing of a Notice of Intent. 

Also during the meeting, the commission issued 
a full Certificate of Compliance for work completed at 9 
River View Lane. 

The public hearing for the Notice of Intent filed 
by 22 Cove Street, LLC was continued until August 28 at 
the applicant's request. The NOI is to subdivide a 3.61- 
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acre parcel into three buildable lots off Beach Street and 
Converse Road. 

The next meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for August 28 at 7:00 pm at the 
Marion Music Hall. 

Three Approval Not Required Requests 
Granted 

Mattapoisett Planning Board

The August 19 meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Planning Board found the panel reviewing two Form 
A - Approval Not Required requests submitted by the 
Gingras Nominee Trust, for property located off Randall 
Road and off Whitetail Run, a total of eight subdivided 
lots. 

The applicant was represented by engineer 
Alan Ewing who presented the subdivision plans as two 
separate projects. 

The first application, the Randall Road lots, 
features seven lots with Lot 1 being over eight acres. 

Ewing said that the preliminary subdivision was 
executed by land surveyors Romanelli Associates and 
had gone through an 81X filing and complies with 
the Commonwealth's general court rulings on land 
subdivisions as noted in Mass General Law. 

The Planning Board, which on this night 
consisted of chairman Tom Tucker and members Nathan 
Ketchell and Karen Field, saw no problem with the plan 
as presented. The lots would meet current frontage and 
setback requirements, would have access to public water 
and sewer services, and would be accessed by a public 
roadway. 

The proposed seven-lot subdivision was accepted 
as presented. 

The next filing presented by Gingras Nominee 
Trust was for an additional two lots, or was that one 
lot? Confusion was about to muddy the second plan as 
Ewing began to explain what Tucker deemed "creative 
engineering." 

The Whitetail subdivision plan would include 
Lot 1 from the Randall Road plan, which had just been 
approved, but now would be further subdivided to create 
two lots. So, was Ewing talking about eight lots, or nine 
lots spread over two plans? That was the confusion. 

After some discussion, it was determined that 
the total number of lots would be eight. Tucker was a bit 
frustrated that the applicant had not presented one master 
plan for all versus two separate plans. 

"We wanted to make sure the Randall Road plan 
would go through," said Ewing. 

"You should have disclosed Lot 1," Tucker said. 

Having accepted the Randall Road concept as 
www.wanderer.com August 22,2019 The Wanderer 21 
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presented, the board moved forward with discussion on 
the Whitetail plan and ultimately accepted it as presented. 

Douglas Schneider of Schneider, Davignon 
& Leone, Inc., also presented a Form A Approval Not 
Required for Arthur Alden III for property located off 
Aucoot Road. This request, which had previously been 
approved for a two-lot subdivision in February 2019, was 
to amend a lot line. Finding the request minor and having 
no impact on frontage or setbacks to the zoning bylaws, 
the request was swiftly approved. 

In other matters, the board tabled the discussion 
of a request from the homeowners association of the 
Village at Mattapoisett for the return of a $50,000 cash 
surety against future environmental damages, a sum 
viewed by the association as "arbitrary" and unsupported 
by studies or cost estimates. The Planning Board members 
questioned whether the maintenance plan for the 
stormwater management detention ponds was, in fact, 
being properly handled, and that the sum in question had 
not been fully funded by the residents in the beginning. 

While the Planning Board thought the association 
should have control over the funds versus being held 
by the town, they also thought review of maintenance 
records was in order prior to releasing the cash. Tucker 
asked Planning Board Administrator Mary Crain to invite 
association representatives to the next meeting for further

On August 20, the Rochester Conservation 
Commission heard a Notice of Intent (NOI) filing 
from Todd Cambra, 1098 Walnut Plain Road, for the 
construction of a 75-foot by 60-foot garage for the storage 
of large equipment and trucks associated with lumbering 
activities. 

Tom Morris of Outback Engineering presented 
the project, noting that the site selected for construction of 
the garage was level, that the site disturbance would be 
equal to the footprint of the garage, and that the project 
had received Zoning Board of Appeals approval. 

But commissioner Daniel Gagne was not satisfied 
that the applicant had exhausted all other potential 
locations before selecting one that included the building 
being within 200 feet of an unnamed perennial stream. 

After asking Morris if other locations had been 
studied, Gagne said, "You are required to provide

Gagne then asked if the structure would have a 
roof run-off system. Morris responded, "No." 

Gagne expressed concern that, due to the size of 
the building and its roof, stormwater would be discharged 
at great volumes into the jurisdictional resource areas. 

After some discussion, which included the 
possibility of conditioning the project to include a 
stormwater management system for the roof area, 

Gagne's reaction was, "I don't have enough information." 

Other commissioners felt after a site visit taken 


only a couple hours before the hearing began, that if 
a drainage system was included in the conditions, the 


location of the garage was not an issue. 

When asked what his opinion for drainage 
options might be, Morris suggested large underground 
chambers that would allow the roof run-off to recharge 
into the ground slowly. 

The project was accepted as presented with 
conditions for a stormwater system design to be reviewed 
by the commission prior to construction beginning. 

All other hearings were continued at the request 
of the applicants. Those filings included a Notice of Intent 
by T-Mobile for the installation of a generator on property 
located at 98 Bowen's Lane, continued until October 
15, and three Notice of Intent filings by Joe Harrison, 
SunRaise Investments, for properties located at 0 Braley 
Road, 0 Featherbed Lane, and 0 Snipatuit Road. These 
three NOIs were continued until September 17. 

Another NOI filed by SWEB Development for 
property located at 0 Marion Road was continued until 
September 17. 

Earlier in the evening, the commission approved a 
Certificate of Compliance to Decas Cranberry Corporation 
for property located at 109 Neck Road.

To the Editor: 

The School Committees and Superintendent are 
in overdrive. September's Town tax bill should be a pause 
for reflecting on increasing taxes. 

Escalating ORR school costs 4.72% FY'20 and 
3.29% FY'19 significantly above the State's Prop 2.5 limit 
materially impacts tax increases. ORR is the largest line 
item in the Town's Budget followed by Sippican with 
3.24% FY'20 increase. 

Marion taxpayers are close to spending $.60 of 
each tax dollar on educating 15% of the Town's aging 
population. The remaining $.40 of each tax dollar is 
available for funding all other municipal budgets 
providing necessary municipal services such as health, 
welfare, and public safety. 

State Prop 2.5 limits Town budget increases 
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to 2.5% plus new growth from the prior year without 
taxpayer approved overrides. The ORR and Sippican 
School Committees and Superintendent of Schools cannot 
constantly spend more than the allowed 2.5% annual 
increase without squeezing and adversely impacting all 
other Town budgets. 

Sippican is operating from a very high fixed cost 
basis due to excessive compensation and benefits, low 
enrolment trends, and the over built school building 
operating at about 75% capacity for less the half of the 
year. ORR costs are increasing faster than Sippican.

To accurately annualize teacher compensation 
with the federal Fair Labor Standards Act "full-time" 52- 
week base, Sippican average compensation is equivalent 
to $172,302 annually; ORR's equivalent is $166,874. The 
highest paid Sippican teacher makes $95,344 and 14 staff 
make $90,000 or more for the statutory required 26-week 
school year. This is $1.3 million or 20% of Sippican's 
budget 

Marion's demographics, stagnant economic 
base, and flat school enrollment trends shown in the 
DOE data do not justify the current upward trends of 
school spending. It's time for the School Committees and 
Superintendent to consider the taxpayers.

Chained for Life . Starring Jess Weixler and Adam 
Pearson. Directed by Aaron Schimberg. Running time: 

91 minutes. No MPAA rating, but equivalent to an R. 
Opening September 11 in select theaters. 

A little while back, Scarlett Johansson took some 
heat for wanting to play a transgender character. The 
controversy came on the heels of earlier heat attached to 
Johansson playing a formerly Japanese character in Ghost 
in the Shell. Johansson's tone-deaf response, which she 
later walked back, was "As an actor, I should be able to 
play any person, or any tree, or any animal," summoning 
an image of her as a pomeranian or as the title role in The 
Giving Tree. Yes, an actor can conceivably play anything, 
but should they? There are transgender actors, Japanese 
actors, not yet any tree actors, and they have enough 
trouble breaking through without cisgender white hetero 
actors enacting their experiences for plaudits and awards. 

This goes double for disabled actors, and Chained 
for Life , written and directed by Aaron Schimberg, is an 
attempt to address their specific challenge as actors who 
are also disabled. Schimberg, himself born with a facial 
deformity, has lived and thought through the experiences 
of his characters, starting with Rosenthal (Adam Pearson), 
who has been hired to play a misunderstood-monster 
type opposite a blind character who falls in love with him. 
The movie within the movie is meant to be stupid, and 
many of the abled cast and crew say insensitive things 
(the script reflects Johansson's remarks despite having 
been written long before she made them; her attitude is 
many things but not uncommon). 

Pearson, who you may have seen opposite (ha!) 
Johansson in Under the Skin , lives with neurofibromatosis, 
and tumors pull and push his features out of alignment. 
His character Rosenthal says that he scares kids and 
animals, but I thought his face looked gentle — he looks 
kind, not monstrous. Sometimes his elongated jaw and 
full lips recall Fred Gwynne's elegant mug. He speaks, 
with some effort but with precision, in a quiet English 
accent, though he gets his voice up in a roar when filming 
an argument in the movie within the movie. Rosenthal's 
leading lady is Mabel (Jess Weixler), who plays the 
aforementioned blind woman. Mabel is the one who 
says, early on, to a reporter, "We're all blind in some 
respect, aren't we?" Well, no, Mabel, we don't all have 
to contend with literal lack of sight and all the societal/ 



political indifference, negligence, and downright violence 
associated with it. The movie knows this and doesn't 
want to punish her for her entitled actor's jargon — it 
wants to educate her, and eventually she comes to an 
understanding of disability that's at least sharper than she 
had before. 

Titled in a left-handed salute to the 1952 film 
of the same name starring the conjoined Hilton twins. 
Chained for Life brings in a group of actors with physical 
differences to play patients in a pompous melodrama 
about a surgeon who performs operations to make 
disfigured people "normal." The director is an abusive 
jerk with a German accent — there's some speculation 
on the set that he isn't even German — called only Herr 
Director, strongly played by Charlie Korsmo in his 
first movie in 20 years (his last was 1998's Can't Hardly 
Wait , as the drunk kid who sings "Paradise City"). The 
performances in general are incisive, with the insecure 
Weixler playing deftly off the witty Pearson, who carries 
himself in a way that makes the case for disabled actors 
playing disabled characters all by itself. He simply speaks, 
gestures, and stands in a fashion that almost no abled 
actor (Daniel Day-Lewis may be the exception; most 
everyone else gets a side-eye these days, rightly so) could 
duplicate without having lived that life year after year. 

It's a fine movie, though sometimes it tests our 
patience with scenes in which we have to watch actors 
try and try again to nail a take. The film is as much about 
Schimberg's chosen medium as about disfigurement and 
its discontents. I get the sense that Schimberg's script 
consciously diverged from any cliches (he says he's seen 
and mostly disliked every film he's seen about deformity), 
including the one where Mabel and Rosenthal end up 
together. The final shot, over which the end credits 
appear, is one of shared, neutral-faced community — the 
disfigured, the tall and short, the conjoined, the folks of 
indeterminate gender, all sitting in the back of a moving 
bus. This feels right. Rosenthal doesn't need to have his 
life validated by becoming part of the pretty-face world. 
He has his people, and they understand each other, and 
Mabel, however well-intentioned, can't be on the ride 
with them.
